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Remarks 

Disposition of tiie claims 

Claims 23-37 are pending- Claim 34 is elected wilii liavcrse. Claims 23-33 and 35-37 ere 
wiflidiOTmimderliie restriction requirei^ 0aims 26-27 and 29-37 were grouped. Claim 28 was noti 
grouped, but it is believed to be outside the elected group. 

Qaims 23 and 24 were amended to corrBct an obvious, inadvertent ^ographical emm. Claim' 
34 was amended to delete reference to detecting antibodies. Support for these amendments may be fouzid 
throughout the Specification and at least at former Claims 23, 24, and 34. Accordingly, no new matter 
has been added. 

Response to Restrictioxi requirement 

The Examiner required restriction under 35 U.S,C. § 121 between Qroups I-VI: 

I. Claims 23 and 24-25, drawn to an isolated virus and a preparation, classified in • 
class 424, subclass 204.1; 

n. Claims 26-27 and 29-33, drawn to I>NA firagment of ORF 1, 2, and 3, expression 

vector, and vaccine, classified in class 435, subclass 91.1; 

IIL Claim 34, drawn to a method of detecting, classified in class 435» subclass 7.1 ; 

IV. Claims 31, 33 and 35, drawn to a multivalent vaccine, classified in class 424, 
subclass 199.1; 

V. Claim 36, drawn to a probe or primer, classified in class 536, subclass 24.33; and 

VI. Claim 37» drawn to antibodies, classified in class 436, subclass 54S. 
Applicants provisionally elect to prosecute Group HI, claim 34, with traverse. It is respectfully' 

submitted that the evidence and explanation iail to establish a serious burden, which is required to 

maintain a restriction requirement. 
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Furthmnoie, if the restriction were to be maintained, then the Examiner woiddbe requested to 

classify claim 28 into a particular Group.

10, 2003. The Examiner should expect a new IDS citing the references cited by or submitted to the PTO 
and id«itifying applications claiming priority to the ultimate parent.
